BOMB EXPLODES 
OF THE VATICAN 


Mussolini Believes Act 
Is the Work of 
His Foes

ROME —(INS)—And ingeniously 
con: cted time bomb, believed to 
have been planted by anti-Pascist 
agitators, exploded with a terrific 
detonation in the gardens of the 
Vatican early today, awakening 
Pope Pius XI. from his sleep and 
causing alarm among the Papal 
guards entrusted with the safe keep- 
ing of his holiness. 

The infernal machine had been 
placed in the ancient church of St. 
Peter’s, shrine of Catholieism, near 
the tomb of Pope Glement XIII. had 
it exploded in the edifice, it would 
have severely damaged if not wreck- 
ed the ancient church. 

Mussolini Orders Probe 

Believing the bombing was the 
work of his enemies who sought to 
weaken the Fascist regime and wi- 
den the berach between church and 
state, Premier Benito Mussolini or- 
dered a searching investigation of 
the affair and was ready to prose- 
cute to the full extent of the law 
the person or persons found respon- 
sible for the outrage.

LONDON—(INS)—Definite mea- 
sures by the former allied nations to 
pull Germany out of its economic 
crisis were launched today at a con- 
ference of political and financial ex- 
perts at the British treasury. 

With ambassador Hugh Gibson 
attending as unofficial observer on 
behalf of the United States, repre- 
sentatives of Britain, France, Italy, 
Japan and Germany gathered “to 
examine details arising from suspen- 
sion of war debt payments under 
the Hoover moratorium and its con- 
nection with the Young plan.” 

Basis For Parley Made 

The discussions were aimed at 
laying the. groundwork for the ex- 
traordinary conference of ministers 
summoned by prime minister J. 
Ramsay MacDonald to meet in 
London Monday evening. With sec- 
retary of state Henry L. Stimson or- 

ered by President Hoover to at- 
end on behalf of the United States, 
Monday’s conference will signalize 
America’s first official participa- 
tion in a conference of European 
statesmen of such a broad political 
scope since the signing of the treaty 
of Versailles. 

German Loan Discussed 

Among the matters discussed by 
the experts was a projected inter- 
national loan of $500,000,000 to Ger- 
many to end the grave crisis caused 
by flight of foreign capital from 
that nation. 

Indications were that France was 
displaying @ more conciliatory atti- 
tude and it was believed the French

The disease is relatively new, not 
having been reported in Iowa, it is 
thought, before 1928. When plants 
are infected with this disease, the 
leaves turn brow, the lower leaves 
showing the symptoms first.

Bridge South would be in some 
doubt as to what to declare. He has 
terrific strength—a No Trump count 
of 26 with four Aces in the hand; 
but the Diamond suit has only one 
stopper although it contains four 
cards. The hand falls just short of 
the 27 - with - every - suit-stopped- 
twice requirement for a bid of four 
No Trumps, so South should bid 
three: and the result proves the wis- 
dom of the restrictions imposed up- 
on such a bid. 

A South using the artificial two- 
Club~bid has ample strength to 
make that declaration; but there 
would not be much immediate ad- 
vantage in doing so because he 
would know before-hand, having 
four Aces in his own hand, that 
North would have to answer with 
two Diamonds. 

If the two-Club bid were made 
(West and Eaht always passing), 
North would answer with the artifi- 
cial two Diamonds, South would bid 
two No Trumps, and North—with 
two stoppers in Spades—would show 
that suit in case that was the one 
in which South needed assistance. 
South then would bid three No 
Trumps and that would end the 
contracting. Therefore South 
would be playing with a three No 
Trump contract in any event. 

When the hand was played, West 
led a Diamond; South held up un- 
til the third round, led his two high 
Spades and followed with four 
rounds of Clubs. After that he led 
his Ace of Hearts and another 
Heart which West won and cashed 
his two remaining Diamonds, sav- 
ing game. 

The Correct Play 

The Declarer who played the 
hand overlooked a sure and simple 
play. After he had taken his Spades 
and Clubs, he would have in hand 
seven tricks, needing two more for 
game. He would know -that West 
had two more Diamonds and South 
consequently should have led a Dia- 
mond, allowing West to win two 
more tricks, South discarding a 
small Heart on the second. Then no 
matter what lead West made, game 
would be assured. If West led a 
Spade, dummy would take the re- 
maining tricks; if he led a Heart, it 
would be up to closed hand’s Ace- 
Queen.

Smooth-tongued orators have 
been sent into the field by party headquarters to line up the 
farmers’ vote. This has been the traditional practice for so 
many years that the memory of man runneth not to the con- 
trary. ‘ es 

' The very men who so brilliantly plead the cause of the 
farmer before election, seem to promptly forget all about him 
after election.. Most of the farm relief the farmers have en- 
joyed has been composed entirely of campaign speeches and 
newspaper propaganda. 
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(though why it was expected to do so is too vague to under- 
stand) has not produced any such results, 

The highly touted farm board, through the paternal 
ministrations of which the farmer was to be elevated to a 
condition of affluence, has been a flop of the highest caliber. 
Not even those who are supposed to be spokesmen for the ad- 
ministration have had the temerity to claim the farm board 
has done anything constructive for agriculture. The vice pres- 
ident himself has been at logger-heads with this. expensive 
branch of the government. 

The farmers are uneasy. They know there is.a great deal 
the matter and are beginning to believe they know ‘what 
the matter is.. Their frank disapproval of President Hoover 
at the Wheatland meeting Wednesday night is indicative of 
the condition throughout the grain belt. 

It is not only the falling market for farm products that is 
causing thousands of farmers to drive many miles to attend 
meetings. The inability to make both ends meet would be suf- 
ficient reason, of course, but there are others. The farmers 
are discovering they have been played for “suckers” by the 
politicians who so loudly claim friendship for those’ who till 
the soil. 

Honest leadership is welcomed by the farmers. They are 
flocking to hear Norman Baker speak becauge they know he 
is telling them the truth. They know that Norman Baker has 
been persecuted for no other reason than the fact that he has 
told them the truth.

diseases may exist into and through 
any state or territory;” to quar- 
antine any state or territory “when 
he shall determine the fact that cat- 
tle or other livestock in such state 
or territory. ... are affected with 
any contagious, infectious, or com- 
municable disease” and “to make 
and promulgate rules and regula- 
tions which shall permit and gov- 
ern the inspection, disinfection, cer- 
tification, treatment, handling, and 
method and manner of delivery 
and shipment of cattle or other live- 
stock from a quarantined state or 
territory.”

Co-operation by the State with the 
Bureau,of Animal Industry is au- 
thorized. 


In the case referred to above the 
defendants were disbelievers in 
the merit, desirability, and harm- 
lessness of the tuberculin testing 
of cattle. On the contrary they be- 
lieved ‘the injection of tuberculin 
highly injurious to, and even deadly 
in its effect upon, healthy animals. 
They secured an injunction pend- 
ing legal action and it was while 
waiting for, case to come up 
in court that the state officers pro- 
cured an inspector of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry of the United 
Ztatec to accompany them and de- 
mand, as if on behalf of the Fed- 
eral government, the right to make 
the tuberculin test. This demand 
was resisted with such determina- 
tion and show of force as resulted 
in the abandonment of the pro- 
posed tests and brought about the 
indictment. 

At the trial of the defendants it 
was not shown that any of the cat- 
tle were suffering from tuberculo- 
sis or other communicable disease; 
that any exportation or interstate 
transportation of such live stock was 
contemplated; that the Secretary 
of Agriculture had any reason to 
believe such diseases existed in that 
locality, or that any quarantine 
had been established pursuant to 
the above mentioned powers of the 
Secyetary of. Agriculture. Under 
such circumstances there was no 
Federal duty in the performance of 
which the inspector of the Bureau 
was engaged, and it is immaterial 
‘whether or not he was employed at 
the time in the execution of a State 
law or in the assistance of State 
officers, even though such em- 
ment arose by virtue of his con- 
nection wit hthe Bureau of Animal 
Industry, provided he was acting 
solely winder and by virtue of the 


State laws. A mere policy of mutual 
co-operation with State officers ‘is 
not sufficient. The fallacy of the 
argument that the defendants in- 
terfered with a Federal officer in 
the performance of his duty lies 
in the assumption that, because he 
was acting in cooperation with 
State officers, and because the Fed- 
eral law requires such co-operation, 
all acts of the Federal inspector 
must necessarily be done in the per- 
formance of a Federal duty. 

The importance of this case is 
that the sanctity of a man’s home 
and his personal property is recog- 
nized. When confined upon the 
real estate. occupied by him, nei- 
ther compusory investigation as to 
its conditions, nor ifs condemnation 
or destruction, under the general 
police power and in the interest of 
public welfare should be permitted, 
aban under proper warrant, or 
joc legal proceedings duly insti- 


the Federal ufficer was acting 
solely to aid the State officers in 
the administration of a State law 
authorizing such compulsory tests, 
consequently he was not acting or 
performing a, duty required by Fed- 
eral law, and when resisted was not 
in the performace of his duty as a 
Federal officer. 

In exposing the imposture of 
those who magnify the danger to 
human beings from the milk of 
dairy herds not tuberculin tested, 
evidence has been presented to 
show that the danger of tubercular 
infection from this source is negli- 
ble and inconsequential. Reasonable 
regulations for sanitation and to 
protect the health of the dairy ani- 
mals is, of course, necessary. As 
to the tuberculin test itself, the 
danger of actually spreading bovine 
tuberculosis, which has already been 
pointed out, is confirmed by later 
tests with tuberculin and vaccines 
which have been reported recently 
in medical journals. 

Additional evidence as to the 
fallacy.of the tuberculin test is 
confirmed by the results of tuber- 
culin tests made on human beings 
which showed conclusively that in 
cases where it was definitely known 
the persons tested had tuberculosis 
there was no reaction due to sever- 
al different causes. 

The repart of these cases is the 
result of two years intensive study 
and is additional proof that due to 
a variety of causes, as has been pre- 
viously pointed out, a test which 
formerly showed a positive reaction 
may be negative later. This condi- 
tion so definitely known in human 
beings is also true of cattle, and 
when animals are condemned as 
the result of tuberculin reaction 
alone the utter unreliability of the 
test is most apparent. ~ 

Besides the unreliability of the 
test and the fallacious theory on 
which it is based, there is the dang- 
er of actually spreading bovine tub- 
erculosis by means of the tuber- 
culin test as under some circum. 
stances the tubercle bacilli have a 
tendency to become virulent again. 

The deaths of the seventy-five 
children inoculated at-Lubeck are 
attributed to this fact, and as sur- 
prising as it may seem, is so report- 
ed in the Journal of the AMA, Vol. 
95, No. 23, p. 1761, in which the 
action of the serum is becoming 
virulent again is stated as being the 
cause of the “accidents.” 

In this article in the Journal of 
the AMA are numerous reports of 
generalized tuberculosis in animals 
following the use of this serum in 
which it states tubercle bacilli can 
be secured from the animals ino- 
culated that have pathogenic qual- 
ities, some of the animals being 
much more susceptible to the rav- 
ages of the disease than others.

“MOTION” 

In considering motion in connec- 

tion with the human body, it will be 
found that nearly all of the com- 
plex automatic movements of the 
body are produced by the coopera- 
tions of the bones, joints, and the 
muscles. Most of the striped mus- 
cles are attached by tendons to the 
surface of the bones and these bones 
are moved ,by their contraction. 
Some muscles, however, have no 
connection with the bones and pro- 
duce motion only in themselves or 
in the soft parts of the body sur- 
rounding them, without having any 
influence upori the movements of 
the bones, 
—In a broad sense, the muscles 
may be considered the “active” or- 
gans of motion and the bones and 
joints the “passive” organs of mo- 
tion. Incidentally, the muscles and 
bones, besides being organs of mo- 
tion, make it possible for the body 
te maintain its contour and pos- 
ture. The more common postures of 
the body are standing, sitting, and 
lying; and the bones are at rest 
when the body assumes these posi- 
tions. The muscles are, however, 
active even in these positions of 
rest since the tension of muscles 
holds the boney framework in its 
position. 

The different muscles of the body 
are known sometimes according to 
their function, that is, extensors, 
flexors, pronators, and so on. Some 
groups of muscles extend the hand, 
arm, foot or leg; other groups flex 
or bring the extrernities nearer to 
the body. One set of muscles works 
against the other, they are antag- 
onistic.

ward and helpless during the first 


few weeks of its existence is due to 
the fact that the nerves have not as 
yet received their covering or in- 
sulation and the nervous energy is 
more or less diffused as it passes 
along the nerve pathways, from the 
central nervous system to the mus- 
cles. There are also, other factors 
which have a bearing upon this 
same point but the diffusion of 
nervous energy is one of the fac- 
tors bearing directly upon the point 
at hand, namely, motion. Nervous 
energy is required to give the mus- 
cles the required tenacity and ten- 
sion necessary to maintain posture, 
and to give the needed snap to mus- 
cles for fast work. 

Examples of muscular activity 
which produce motion are interest- 
ing and some of the simplest move- 
ments are at first difficult to ex- 
plain without first understanding 
the various groups of muscles. 

As an example, let us take for our 
demonstration, the nodding of the 
head. In this movement the lever is 
the skull, the weight is the differ- 
ence between the front part of-the 
head and the back part; the power 
is derived from the muscles at the 
back of the neck, which by their 
tension keep the head in a state of 
equilibrium. Now, when you desire 
to nod, the muscles at the back of 
the neck, which are ordinarily con- 
tracted, are relaxed and the™head 
falls forward because of its own 
weight. In this instance the power 
lifts the weight. 

Walking is performed with so lit- 
tle apparent effort that it seems to 
be a very simple operation. But real- 
ly, it involves a series of complicat- 
ed movements which are produced 
principally by the flexor and ex- 
tensor muscles of the legs. The body 
does not at any moment leave the 
ground. As one author states, “it 
may be said that walking is a pro- 
cess of continually recovering one- 
self from falling.” 

Motion and locomotion involves 
a series of movements similar to 
levers and the laws of motion asso- 
ciated. A levey in mechanics is a 
rigid piece, acted upon at different 
points by two forces—the power and 
the weight. A lever is saig'to be of 
the first, second or third class, de- 
pending upon the relation of the 
weight and power to the fixed ‘point 
or fulcrum.

The Power of Mind Over Body 


By NORMAN BAKER 








No doubt you have observed cases 
where one person will sit down and 
get more rest in an hour than an- 
other person will get in two or three 
hours in an equally comfortable 
chair. The first sits with every mus- 
cle of the body relaxed. If you would 
lift his limp body and let it fall, it 
would fall like a dead weight. If 
you would lift the body of the other 
and let it fall, it would show mus- 
cular resistance in falling. Even in 
sleep the second person would man- 
ifest muscular resistance in falling, 
_| while the first would not. 

The the nearer you can reach 
the state of the first person during 
your resting periods while awake, 
the more rest you will receive. 

Complete relaxation is particular- 
ly beneficial in sleep. When you lie 
down to sleep make up your mind 
that you are going to sleep’ “all 
sprawled out” and not in a position 
that requires muscular exertion to 
maintain it. The arms should lie as 
though dead; the head should not 
be held in a strained position. In 
reclining for the night we often do 
foolish things that would be avoided 
if we would take second thought. 
For instance, we all know that if 
@ person works continually during 
|the day in a stooped position over 
a long period of time he will be- 
come stoop-shouldered. The body 
should be in an easy and level posi- 
tion. while sleeping. With two pil- 
lows one cannot sleep on the back 
without a strain. They bend the 
neck and body and put a styain on 
| the spine, whereas, if one pillow is 
lused there is no strain and more 
rest is secured. 

For persons who sleep on the side 
this rule does not hold true. They 
‘need a greater height of pillow—a 
| height, in fact, that brings the cen- 
|ter of the nose in direct line with 
| the spinal cord. The average single 
| pillow lets the center of the nose 
drcp several inches below the level | 
of the spinal cord. 

Such little matters as these will 
help to give us rest, make us feel 
better in the morning when we arise 
jand help nature restore in a third 
lof a day the energy and tissues we 
llose during the active two-thirds of 
|the day. 

In order to train. yourself in com- 
plete relaxation sit in a comfortable 
chair with both feet flat on the 
floor and with each hand on a knee. 
Raise the hands six or seven inches 
high and quickly let them drop. If 
on the first test you find they drop 
sinwiy, vou are using muscular ex- 
ertion. You should remove all ten- 
|sion from the limbs until they drop 
| like dead bodies. This, however, does 
lnot signify complete relaxation. So 








long as your arms fall straight down 
instead of to the side of you they 
are not perfectly relaxed. Their 
position from the shoulder causes 
them to fall outside of your lap 
when perfectly relaxed. When they 
do this without effort you have at- 
tained a relaxed state|. When prac- 
ticing raise your arms straight out 
level with the shoulders. Before you 
attain complete relaxation you will 
no doubt experience queer feelings. 

When your hands drop, if your 
head drops forward or to one side, 
THAT IS THE FEELING OF RE- 
LAXATION. Have you ever felt*so 
tired that when you went into your 
bedroom you have felt too exhaust- 
ed to undress and go to bed? In- 
stead, you fell across the bed and 
let your limbs hang over the bed. 
Your stretched-out arms assumed 
a natural position of ease. You felt 
that the entire bed was not large 
enough to stretch out on the way 
you wanted to. If you have had that 
experience you have known the feel- 
ing of complete relaxation. 

In your daily work you may se- 
cure much relaxation of the body 
without loss of time. By doing this 
your work will seem easier and you 
will not feel so fatigued at the end 
of the day. Some persons sit at their 
work in an easy position; others sit 
under great muscular strain or ten- 
sion. The first by saving their mus- 
cular energy by relaxation are able 
actually to apply more mental en- 
ergy to their work and get better 
results than others who use up en- 
ergy in unnecessary muscular ten- 
| Sion which otherwise might be ap- 
|plied mentally to their work. Even 
|in sleep people waste their energies 
|by exercising unnecessary muscular 
| tension, as one may observe in a 
person who falls asleep with his 
hands clasped in his lap. Had he 
been properly relaxed, each arm 
would have fallen straight down 
from the shoulder.

DES MOINES, Ia.—-(INS)—The 
Powers and duties given the gover- 
nor of Iowa by the state laws in 
regard to the commutation of sen- 
tences, pardons and reprieves not 
only adds heavy work to the chief 
executive’s duties, but also adds a 
huge responsibility. 

, carefut actions on the part 
of the chief executive in connection 
with these powers is absolutely nec- 
— and it must be with ie 

eatest care that the governor un- 

ertakes these duties. 

Has Right te Pardon 

r under the statutes of Iowa 

e governor has the right to pardon 
convicted men, and the right to 
change a death sentence to a life 
sentence. 

Conditions under which the gov- 
ernor may pardon a man make his 
decisions slightly easier since before 
a@ convicted person may be pardon- 
éd there must be circumstances 
which justify the pardon. 

Any person who is under a sus- 
pended sentence may be pardoned 
by the governor. Any peyson who 
has served 12 months of a parole 
satisfactorily may be pardoned pro- 
viding the governor is of the opin- 
ion that the man will make a worth- 
while citizen after the pardon is 
granted. 

In the cases where the person,;to 
be pardoned is under a suspended 
sentence either the governor or the 
board of parole may begin the ac- 
tion to free the man. Either the 
board or the governor however, 
must consult the other, before a 
pardon can be granted. 

In the other two cases the par- 
don action is begun by the board 
of parole who makes its recommen- 
dations to the chief executive. 

Upon receiving recommendation 
from the board of parole for a par- 
don the governor may call for all 
evidence given at the trial of the 
person. If after his examination of 
this evidence the governor desires 
further evidence he may summond 
witnesses in the case. .- 

May Commyte Sentence 

In addition to his work in grant- 
ing-pardons; the governor must de- 
cide whether,- after the pardon has 
been granted, the person should 
have his citizenship restored. 

The governor is the only person 
who has the power to commute a 
death sentence to a life sentence. 
The warden may postpone an exe- 
cution if he believes a person in- 
sane but only the chief executive 
ean change the sentence. 

“In this action, too, the chief exe- 
cutive may conduct an examina- 
tion of previous testimony and call 
witnesses for additional testimony. 

All papers relative to commuta- 
tions, pardons and reprieves must 
be filed in the governor’s office and 
he is required to present to each 
general assembly a complete report 
on his actions. 

Another important duty of the 
governor in relation to persons 
sought by police or held by author- 
ities for removing criminals from 
Iowa and requesting the return 1.0 
Iowa or persons held in other states 
who are sought by Iowa police.

OPEN FIGHT ON 
GRASSHOPPERS 


State Entomologist 
Offers Advice to 


The Farmers 


Copies of a circular on grass- 
hoppers and control measures, is- 
sued by Dr. C. J. Drake, state en- 
tomologist, and Dr, George C. Beck- 
er, assistant, of’ Iowa State college, 
Ames, to aid farmers in combating 
grasshoppers this summer, are to 
be sent to the office of the Musca- 
tine County Farm Bureau. 

The circulars will be distributed 
among all county agents to assist 
them in demonstrations and other 
local work, and will be sent to 
farmers who write to the entomo- 
logy department requesting it. 

Heavy localized infestations of 
grasshoppers which will do serious 
damage are expected, according to 
Dr. Drake. Poisoning will be neces- 
sary not only-to check the damage 
this year, but to prevent an even 
more serious infestation in 1932. 


Members of the entomology de-. 


partment are giving demonstration 
in various counties in cooperation 
with county agents. The cost of 
the poison mash is about $2 a 
hundred pounds, which will treat 
10 to 15 acres. Farmers may buy 
poison at a saving through their 
farm bureau and the Vegetable 
Growers’ Cooperative association. 

Where grasshoppers are in alfal- 
fa, Drake suggests cutting all ex- 
cept a few narrow strips. In two or 
three days the grasshoppers will 
have collected here and may be 
poisoned more easily and with less 
mash.

Again to Prevent 
Water Bug Swarms 


Water bugs which swarmed over 
the business district in large num- 
bers Wednesday night, were notice- 
ably absent Thursday night when 
the boulevard lighting system was 
again turned off to prevent them 
from being attracted by the lights. 

The business district was in 
darkness during the entire eVening, 
and but few of the bugs were .ob- 
served. The practice of turning off 
the lights will be continued by the 
city lighting department until the 
bugs have disappeared, officials 
said.

Codling Worms Found 
To Attack Apples 
In the State 


Notices to spray fall and winter 
variety of apples for the second 
brood coddling of moth worms, will 
be mailed out within a few days by 
Carl Rylander, county farm agent. 

The first cover spray for the sec- 
ond brood of moth worms should 
be applied in southern Iowa immedi- 
ately after July 15. This includes 
the Muscatine areg. The spray 
should be applied in central Iowa 
during the week of July 20, and in 
northern Iowa the week of July 27 
or possibly about the first of Aug- 

ust. It will probably be necessary 
to apply two sprays for the second 
brood of worms in the southern 
and central districts of the state. 

It is suggested by the farm agent 
that growers use ane pound of ar- 
senate of lead, and either four 
quarts of liquid lime sulphur, or 
three pounds of dry lime sulphur to 
50 gallons of. water. Possibly a het- 
ter spray would be the Ohio form- 
ula which is 1% pounds of arsenate 
of lead, 142.. pound of dry lime 
sulphur and 5 pounds of hydrated 
lime to 50 gallons of water. “The 
spray must be applied carefully to 
| cover every apple. Coddling moth 
worms are bad in many places this 
year, according to the farm agent.
